Salinger writes that he sent 
, a copy of his manuscript “as a 
courtesy” to Sen. Robert Ken- 
i nedy but received no word 

- from him about it until after 
• it was published. 

: He says Manchester’s 

charge is “beyond my compre- 
, hension.” 

In a letter in the same issue 
of Look, Manchester does not 
retract his censorship asser- 
tion. He says only, “I am glad 
to hear that the Kennedys are 
not responsible for Mr. Salin- 
ger’s own book.”
